The Wildhorse Ranch Northwest Wastewater Interceptor will consist of approximately 6,228 linear feet of 15-inch to 24-
inch diameter wastewater line and two bores under Highway 290 E. and Decker Lane. This project is needed to relieve the
existing Harris Branch Lift Station Number One and route flow away from the Harris Branch Wastewater Treatment
Plant. The project team has met with the affected neighborhood groups and will provide ongoing communication
throughout construction with all property owners who will potentially be affected by construction of the wastewater
system.

Due to the potential for unknown subsurface conditions and utility conflicts when working in the right of way, a 5%
contingency has been included to allow for the expeditious processing of any change orders.

The contract allows 180 calendar days for completion of this project. Construction is scheduled to start in October 2011
and last until April 2012. This project is located within zip code 78724.

This project is managed by the Public Works Department.
